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All Sober Chriſtians ſtood in need of ſuch , 
Conviction. And God forbid the Principle, 
of the Church of England ſhould be luch, a; 
not only to create in all ſober Chriſtians,a doubt 
whether they might ſwear Allegiance to the 
PrelcntAingand Queen ; but ſhould be fo oh. 
ſcare.in the mattcr, as'that ſo Learned a Man 
as the Door is reputed, and lo Wile a Man 
as he would bethought ( for be never gave ay 
juſt occaſion to the world to mark him out for aful ) 
{ſhould be at atmoſt Two Years Pains to make 
a Reconciliation berwixrt them,and the, Duty 
of Sweating Allegiance to this preſent Go 
vernment ; upon the. continuance of which 
the Dottor does more than once or twice ac: 
knowledge the Liberties and Religion of the 
Nation to depend. 

He confeſles he ſiuck, and ſhould have ſtuckt 
this day, had be not been relieved by Biſhop Over 
al's Convocation-Book ; and had not the Vent 
rable Authority of a-Convocation, given him grit 
& Freedom and Liberty of Thinking, which the a 
prehenſuons. of Novelty and Singularity bad cramp 
defore : How mean are we Lay-men in the 
eyes of theſe Gentlemen ! Nothing that ws 
done, faid, or-writ, at and-after the Revoli 
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tion, tO OE? the Lawfulnels thereof by the 
Laws of God and of this Realm, had any in- 
fuence upon this Clergy-man's Judgment or 
Conſcience, till he mer with a new upſtart 
(nvocation-Book. Nay, his very Thoughts 
mere in chains, till the Venerable Authority of a 
(vocation, gave him Liberty to Think,, Whar 
he Lords and Commons did, the Conſent of 
1Nation, the approbation of all Proteſtants 
abroad , the Intereſt of Religion and the 
Publick Weal, were not conſiderable enough

Non 
are ſo blind as they that will not fee. Till ſome 
Proud, Ambitious Clergy-men, and Flatter- 
ing Courtiers, either really or pretendedly 
ignorant of our Laws and Conſtitutions , {et 
their own and other. Mercenary Heads and 
Pens at work, to repreſent our Government 
in quite other than its own native Colours,

another Opinion : as has been proved by ma. 


ny Inſtances of their,giving her Subſiies to 
relieve diſtreſſed Subjects againſt their own 
Princes : and when Sibthorp and Manwarin 
broached thoſe Traiterous Poſitions in King 
Charles the Firſt his time, they -were renpeak 
in Parliament, and ſeverely cenſured for it, 
Yet notwithſtanding, all , this Clergy-man 
will have it be the Dodtrine of the Church; 
which if it-were purſued, does unavoidably 
deſtroy the State ;, and therefore by his own 
Argument ( pag. 44-) can be no good De-
